The whole trouble with Europe now says Alfred Pierce 


Dennis, special European representative for .the Department 
of Commerce is that the various countries over there have 
erected a lot of international spite fences. 


"For example,", before the' war,, all Austria had to do for 


foodstuffs was to go to Hungary for cereals, to Bohemia for 
sugar, etc. The necessaries of life were right next door. But 
now Austria is importing sugar from Cuba, a distancejof -5000 
miles, while Czecho-Slovakia, just across the country is free- 
ly exporting sugar to all parts of the world. Austria is buy- 
ing large quantities of animal fats in Chicago, 6006'miles 
away, while Jugo Slavia, just across Austria's southern border 
produces a surplus."

omic barriers in the form of prohibiting tariffs and other un- 
natural obstacles, the effect of which is to impede the free 
movement of products, disarrange natural markets and force 
them all to do their buying and selling in ruinously expensive 
ways.

This one-year period'will expire on 


March 3, .1924, by reason of the fact 
that the last of the American troops 
were returned to the United States on 
March 3, 1923: 


After March 3, 1924, honorably dis- 


charged World War veterans will have 
to comply with the usual requirements 
for naturalization, in the same manner 
as aliens in ordinary cases. 


• The purpose of this letter is to sound 
warning, through you. to the ex-ser- 
vice men jn your locality that if they 
wish to obtain the advantages of the 
act of July ID, 1019, before its expira- 
tion on March 3, 1924, they should set 
in immediate touch with the nearest 
U. S. Naturalization Examiner (whose 
location you undoubtedly kno.w), so 
that the necessary arrangements may 
be made,for that purpose. As a mat- 
ter of public spirit, it is suggested that 
you call upon, the local press to an- 
nounce the existing' situation aid give 
the widest possible publicity to the 
subject.
